Important speeches dealing with the growing expenditure 
needed to keep pace with the rapid development that 1s taking 
place in every part of the provinee and in regard to every phase 
of the work undertaken by the Provincial Government, were 
made in the Legislature yesterday afternoon and evening by the 
Ministers of Public Works and of Education in discussing the esti- 
mates for 1914. ; 

Hon. C. R. Mitchell showed that the Provincial Government of 
Alberta is bearing a much greater proportion of the cost of public 
institutions and public services than do the older provinces in the 
east. Were it not for this fact Alberta would be showing a much 
larger surplus of revenue over expenditure; but the Government 
considered it only right that these important matters should be 
administered by them in the interests of the whole province. In 
the prosecution of criminals, the care of prisoners and of the in- 
sane, protection of children, the hospitals and charities and in the 
erection and maintenance of public buildings the Government of 
Alberta administers affairs that in the east are looked after almost 
entirely by the county and municipal authorities. 

Answers Opposition Criticisms

Forty-nine Bodies Have Been Re 
covered and 368 Miners Are

The shitt which 
went into the mine yesterday number- 
ed 931, 

The engineers have decided to de- 
vote their efforts to subduing the fire, 
as they believe it useless to persist in 
the attempt at rescue.

Money is Proceeds of Sale of 
Bonds Which Was Effected 


Last Spring 


SEORETARY BRADEY 
COMPLETES THE SALE 


Money Will Allow Big Program 
of School Building to 
Proceed 


—— 


The schoo! board has just received 
the sum of one million and thirty-five 


thousand dollars as the proceeds of 
its forty-year debentures, issued last 
spring. The original issue Was for 


$1,250,000, but the sale of small par- 
cels of the bonds, amounting to two 


hundred thousand dollars, has been 
effected from time to time, 
The firm of Henry Spifer & Co., 


of Toledo, Ohio, originally entered into 
«a contract for the purchase of the 
bonds, but their lawyers afterwards 
advised them against the matter, and 
the sale hung fire for several months. 
In the meantime the school board 
was in a financial quandary, the elab- 
orate building program of the board 
being held up, there being no 
money for even routine expendi- 


} tures. 
Secretary Sent East. 

Henry Spitzer & Co. were persuad- 
ed to release small parcels of the 
bonds, and the sale of these tempor- 
uily relieved the stringenéy, but ulti- 
mately the board, &@nxious to have the 
matter settled up, decided to send 
Secretary-Treasurer W. D. Bradey 
east so that the negotiations could be 
personally conducted from that end. 

While he was at New York, Mr. 
Liradey was able to send 4 wire to 
the board announcing ‘that he had 
been able to effect a satisfactory set- 
tlement, and this week the balance 
due on the entire bond issue, amount- 
ing to one million and thirty-five thou- 
sund dollars, was received by the 
beard’s bankers and placed to the 
eredit of the board. 

New York Syndicate Secures. 

The final purchasers were a New 
York syndicate consisting of the firms 
of Spencer, Trask & Co.; Equitable 
Trust Co.; W. C. Langley & Co.; and 
W M. Coler & Co., all of New York. 
These firms took over the interests of 
Henry Spitzer & Co., in the matter. 

The receipt of the money has been 
hailed with satisfaction by the mem- 
bers of the board, as it means that the 
various activities of the board will 
now be unrostricted, although it is 
likely that a more conservative fin- 
ancial policy will be adopted by the 
until the financial horizon is 
brighter.

WINNIPEG, Oct. 15—Cunningham 
Craig, former geological surveyor of 
Great Britain, and of Trinidad, con- 
sulting geologist to the Burmah Oil 
and the British government, ar- 
Winnipeg this morning en 
route to Calgary, and adjacent terri- 
tory, where he is about to conduct 
a rigid survey of the oll lands to the 
southwest of that city. 

Speaking of the possibilities of the 
territory over which the expert has 
already been, Mr. Craig stated today 
that the possibilities were tremendous. 
The navy’s royal commission on fuel 
and engines had called him before 
them in London to give evidence on 
the possibilides of Western Canada 
in oil, and if the product was as great 
as Mr. Craig expected, it would mean 
that naval eyes would be turned di- 
rect to the West as a souree of fuel 
for the British navy, a matter which 
was now being given the most serious 
consideration. The lack of ofl fuel 
being owned in British territory was 
the great drawback, and should 
Western Canada be able to provide the 
quantity the matter might speedily 
be settled to the great advantage of 
the West. 

Mr, Craig leaves tonight with Mow- 
bray 8 Berkeley for Calgary, where 
he will make final geological surveys 
for the finet test wells before finally 
passing his definite opinion. 

A note of warning regarding rash 
speculation was issued by Mr. Craig, 
who pointed out that petroliferous 
areas southwest of Calgary, which be- 
ing righ in oil, could be next to a strip 
which would bear no oil at all,
